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Electric Power 

20© Currant is supplied to the Sevastopol area by two power stations® Tho 

larger (feeds the town and everything south of the bay* It is equipped 50X1 -HUM 
with generators dismantled from Elbing (East Prussia), which are said to 
be working to 76$ of their former capacity® The fuel used is Donets coal* 

The power station buildings are camouflaged* 

21* The smaller power station ( supplies everything north of the bay* It 50X1 -HUM 
bums oil in ex-German AEG generators* 
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
